Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  my  Department  for  the  year  1956,  I 
should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  both  members  and 
staff  helped  me  in  getting  to  know  my  way  about  when  I  joined  the  Authority 
in  March.  The  most  urgent  task  at  the  outset  was  to  co-ordinate  my  duties 
through  a  central  health  office  and  this  has  been  done  with  some  success, 
while  preserving  the  fact  that  the  four  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  exist  as 
such  independently  of  one  another,  and  of  the  County  Council.  Working  for 
five  Authorities  at  one  and  the  same  time  has  its  snags  and  anxious  moments, 
but  I  think  my  first  impression,  that  che  advantages  of  this  system  outweigh 
the  disadvantages,  will  be  confirmed. 

The  epidemic  of  measles  which  began  in  late  1955  spread  rapidly  through 
the  Lands  End  Area  and  of  the  octal  of  716  notifications,  42  were  from  this 
district.  None  of  the  more  serious  diseases  were  notified,  although  there 
were  2  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  in  neighbouring  districts. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  a  nation-wide  vaccina¬ 
tion  scheme  against  poliomyelitis  and  its  detailed  organisation  in  this  Area 
was  delegated  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  me,  as  Area  Medical  Officer  - 
just  another  example  of  the  overlap  of  interests  where  public  health  is  con¬ 
cerned.  Due  to  extremely  limited  supplies  of  vaccine,  the  scheme  got  away  to 
a  very  modest  start.  On  Ministry  instructions  registration  was  only  offered 
to  children  born  between  1947  and  1954?  and  then  only  children  born  in  certain 
months  were  selected  for  immunisation.  In  the  Lands  End  Area  1,098  children 
were  registered  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  120  hs.d  completed  a  course  of 
two  injections. 

In  referring  members  to  Mr.  Kneebone’s  report  in  the  pages  that  follow  I 
draw  the  Council’s  special  attention  to  it's  failure  to  maintain  100%  meat 
inspection,  for,  despite  the  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  carcases 
inspected,  it  was  quite  impossible  to  keep  pace  with  the  large  expansion  in- 
slaughtering  -  5?696  animals  as  opposed  to  1,119  in  1955-  While  a  Local 
Authority  is  not,  at  present,  compelled  by  law  to  inspect  all  meat  passing 
through  the  slaughterhouses  in  their  area,  it  is  clearly  a  public  health 
necessity  and  this  departure  from  full  inspection,  while  explainable  up  to  a 
point,  is  to  be  deplored. 

Another  particularly  unsatisfactory  situation  from  the  public  health 
point  of  view  is  the  fact  that  on  the  whole  supplies  of  vat  or  in  the  district 
are  not  only  inadequate,  but  prone  to  pollution  and  that  even  some  Council- 
owned  supplies  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  be  wholsesome  at  all  times.  This 
unsatisfactory  state  is  bound  to  cause  anxiety  until  the  much- talked- of  Drift 
Scheme  comes  into  effective  operation. 

In  contrast  to  the  gloomy  fa.cts  of  inadequate  meat  inspection,  unsatis¬ 
factory  water  supplies  and  slow  progress  in  sewerage  improvement  schemes,  the 
completion  of  25  houses  on  the  Lower  Boscaswell  Estate  is  a  matter  of  satis¬ 
faction  and  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  continued  good  progress  he  made  in  the 
provision  of  modem  housing  accommodation.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
St.  Just  Urban  District  Council. 

hr.  Chairman, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District. 

The  year  under  review  saw  the  commencement  of  the  long  awaited  piped  water 
supioly  scheme  for  Pendeen  and  Boscaswell. 

The  Lower  Boscaswell  Housing  Scheme  was  well  under  wo. y  with  25  houses 
completed.  It  is  now  hoped  that  the  erection  of  new  houses  will  continue 
■until  the  demand  for  this  standard  of  housing  accommodation  is  satisfied. 

An  increase  by  more  than  22%  of  beasts  inspected  in  the  three  slaughter¬ 
houses  added  to  the  already  heavy  burden  of  duties  borne  by  the  department. 
Although  much  overtime  had,  in  previous  years,  to  be  worked  in  order  to  effect 
one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  meat  in  the  slaughterhouses,  the  Council 
with  the  Ministerial  consent,  approved  and  licenced  the  substantial  enlargement 
of  one  slaughterhouse.  The  increased  slaughtering  immediately  added  to  the 
Council’s  responsibility  as  far  as  meat  inspection  duties  were  concerned. 
However,  the  Council  knowing  the  heavy  burden  already  borne  through  inspection 
of  all  meat  for  "home"  consumption  decided  that  " export"  meat  unless  it  was 
known  to  be  or  suspected  of  being  diseased  before  leaving  the  slaughterhouse 
would  have  to  be  inspected  in  the  "importing"  Authority's  Area.  Such  a 
decision  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the  meat  consuming  public  at  large. 

;/ ork  on  the  preparation  of  the  St.  Just  Town  -  Boscean  -  Tregeseal  Sewerage 
Scheme  was  slow  but  still  moving  in  the  direction  of  realisation. 

Rodent  Control  work  continued  and  the  Maintenance  Treatment  of  sewers 
and  refuse  tips  was  carried  out. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

As  Water  Engineer  I  wish  to  make  the  following  report 

There  are  three  separate  piped  supplies  within  the  Urban  District  viz:- 

St.  Just  Churchtown,  Trewellard,  Boscaswell. 

The  consumers,  however,  in  St.  Just  Churchtown  and  Boscaswell  cannot 
rely  on  wholesome  supplies  at  all  times  while  at  Trewellard  the  supply  although 
recently  improved  is  inadequate  in  the  summer  months  of  July  and  August 
following  a  dry  winter. 

More  than  one  third  of  the  total  population  have  to  draw  their  water 
supply  from  wells  or  "chutes",  in  many  cases  open  to  gross  pollution,  untreated 
and  a  considerable  distance  from  cheir  houses. 

The  district  has  supplies  of  water  which  are  inadequate  and  prone  to 
pollution;  it  is  apparent  that  there  is  a  great  need  for  an  increased  and 
wholesome  water  supply.  Jo  still  look  to  the  Drift  Scheme  to  meet  this  most 
urgent  need . 

The  Pendeen  -  Boscaswell  Water  Scheme  commenced  in  mid-December  and  it  is 
hoped  that  before  another  Annual  Report  is  presented  to  you  another  two 
hundred  homes  will  enjoy  a  piped,  wholesome  water  supply.

The  renewal  of  service  pipes  continued  as  the  need  arose. 


SEWERAGE 


Sewage  disposal  is  principally  by  sea  outfalls,  one  at  Pen  Nanven 
and  one  at  Trewellard  Zawn.  The  former  serves  approximately  one  half  of 
St.  Just  Churchtovm  while  the  latter  serves  Trewellard,  Pendeen  and 
Eos caswell  Village. 

There  is  a  small  septic  tank  at  Higher  Bojewyan. 

The  Boscean  outfall  taking  sewage  from  the  eastern  half  of  the 
Churchtown  and  consisting  of  a  series  of  disused  mine  workings  is  over¬ 
burdened  and  a  statutory  nuisance.  Here  crude  sewage  flows  into  the 
Handier row  Stream. 

Periodic  heavy  rainfull  still  surcharged  the  Churchtown  Sewers, 
causing  damage  through  flooding  to  the  personal  effects  of  certain 
dwell inghouse  occupiers. 

Eight  years  have  now  passed  since  the  Council  conceived  the  scheme 
to  abate  the  nuisance  at  the  Boscean  outfall.  Slow  progress  -was  made 
towards  finalising  the  preparatory  measures  so  that  tenders  could  be 
invited  for  the  work  of  installing  the  Tregeseal  -  Boscean  -  St.  Just  Town 
Sewerage  Scheme.  The  delay  is  no  doubt  increasing  year  by  year  the 
capital  and  running  costs  of  the  project.

HOUSING 


Very  good  progress  was  made  on  work  of  erection  of  3 6  houses  and  8 
flats  at  Lower  Boscaswell.  28  units  of  accommodation  were  completed  during 
the  year  under  review.  As  private  enterprise  does  not  seem  to  care  or  be 
able  to  shoulder,  in  part  a:c  least,  the  responsibility  of  providing  decent, 
modern  homes  in  an  area  saturated  with  substandard  ones  then  the  population 
has  no  alternative  but  to  look  to  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  the  neces¬ 
sary  accommodation  so  urgently  needed.  The  number  of  people  still  on  the 
Council’s  "■waiting”  list  supports  this  view. 

Housing  work  also  included  the  maintenance  of  property  in  as  reasonable 
a  condition  as  possible. 

3  acres  of  land  at  Carn  Bosavem,  St.  Just,  more  chan  2  acres  of  land 
at  Trewellard,  and  space  for  a  further  20  dwellings  at  Lower  Boscaswell 
Site  now  await  development.

During  the  year  under  review  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was 
carried  out  over  the  whole  district.  A  weekly  collection  of  nights oil  was 
carried  out  where  necessary  throughout  the  district. 


Refuse  was  disposed  on  one  tip  at  Balleswidden,  St.  Just. 

But  few  complaints  were  received  concerning  refuse  collection  and 

tipping. 

I  do  not  anticipate  more  than  four  years  life  for  the  present  disposal 
site  where  dumping  and  supervision  costs  are  almost  negligible.  When  a  new 
site  is  obtained  for  disposal  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  annual  cost 
of  tipping  will  be  increased  very  considerably  compared  with  present  costs. 

The  collection  team  consisted  of  3  males  using  one  7  cubic  yard  Ka crier 
Bantam  Lorry.

I  again  appeal  to  the  public  to  make  greater  use  of  the  street  litter 
bins  provided  at  various  points  throughout  the  District.  Clean  and  tidy 
streets  can  only  be  kept  as  such  at  all  times  by  the  public  rather  than  by 
the  Local  Authority  sweeper.

The  Mortuary  provided  in  St.  Just  Churchtown  was  used  also  on  occasions 
by  the  neighbouring  Rural  Authority.

When  the  need  ar os e ,  privately  owned  cesspools,  etc.,  and  those  for 
which  the  Council  were  responsible,  were  emptied  by  a  cesspool  emptier  hired 
from  St.  Ives  Borough  Council.
